DR.  SKIDMORE  RETIRES;  DR.  HERL  HEADS  VIRUS-SERUM  CONTROL 

Dr.  D.  I.  Skidmore  retired  September  30  as  head  of  the  Division  of  Virus-Serum 
Control  after  serving  the  Bureau  for  more  than  44  years.  A  native  of  West 
Mansfield,  Ohio,  and  a  graduate  of  Ohio  State  University  veterinary  college, 
Dr.  Skidmore  was  assigned  assistant  inspector  in  the  meat  inspection  service 
at  South  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  in  1905,  and  later  was  transferred  to  Indianapolis  and 
Evansville,  Ind.,  and  Dayton  Ohio.  In  1914  he  was  assigned  to  the  thennew 
project  of  hog-cholera  control  by  the  use  of  the  virus-serum  treatment  and  sanitary 
measures,  and  later  to  Washington,  D.  C,  to  assist  in  administering  the  Virus- 
Serum-Toxin  Law. 

When  the  Division  of  Virus-Serum  Control  was  established  in  1920,  Dr. 
Skidmore  was  placed  in  charge  and  held  that  position  until  his  retirement. 

Dr.  O.  E.  Herl  succeeded  Dr.  Skidmore  as  head  of  the  Division  on  November  27. 
Dr.  Herl  entered  the  Bureau  in  1916  in  the  meat  inspection  service  in  Fort  Worth, 
Tex. ;  the  following  year  he  transferred  to  the  Division  of  Virus-Serum  Control  in 
Kansas  City.  From  1935  to  1937  he  served  as  traveling  inspector  with  head- 
quarters in  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  transferred  to  Washington  in  1939,  becoming 
assistant  to  the  head  of  the  Division  in  1948. 

Dr.  Herl  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Van  Wert  County,  Ohio,  near  Wren  He 
received  his  D.  V.  M.  from  the  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Ohio  State 
University,  in  1916.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Veterinary  Medical 
Association,  the  United  States  Livestock  Sanitary  Association,  the  National 
Association  of  Federal  Veterinarians,  and  the  District  of  Columbia  Veterinary 
Medical  Association.
